A WOMAN who is seriously ill with 
cancer received a surprise visit from 
her best friend - all the way from 
Australia - thanks to the generosity of 
the local community. 

Elaine Hoare (45) was overwhelmed at the unex¬ 
pected appearance of Linda Marsh at a Christmas 
party organised by Elaine’s family. 

The heartwarming reunion was organised by 
Elaine’s younger sister Sharon Takata, with a little 
help from her friends!

She has really 
been through the mill.” 

Sharon’s husband Wayne explained: “Sharon was 
going to help Elaine by donating her kidney. She is a 
100 per cent match for Elaine. 

“However, Elaine now has pancreatic cancer and it 
is not advisable for an operation to go ahead.” 

Sharon said: “Elaine and Linda were best friends 
from when they were babies. They went to Barry 
Island Primary School together and went on to Bryn

Hafren too. Fifteen years ago, Linda emigrated to 
Australia, and although she and Elaine have kept in 
touch by email and using Skype, they have not seen 
each other face-to-face for many years. 

“Elaine said to me one day: ‘I’m not going to see 
Lindy-Lu (her childhood name for Linda) again’ 
GENEROUS PEOPLE 

For Sharon, it was heart-breaking and she resolved 
to make sure Elaine would see her dearest friend once 
more. For flights and insurance, the costs amounted to 
£1,500. 

“I contacted Linda and asked: ‘If we can make this 
happen, will you come back for a visit?’- and she said 
she would.” 

“Thanks to the local community, we raised enough, 
with a little bit over.”

A serial burglar with 
numerous convictions 
jailed for three years 


A SERIAL burglar has 
been jailed for three years 
at Cardiff Crown Court. 

Michael Morris (41) of Cedar 
Way, Penarth, was said to have 
convictions for 84 offences, 14 for 
breaking into houses. 

Morris pleaded guilty to enter¬ 
ing a house at Robin Hill, Dinas 
Powys, breaking into a garden 
shed, stealing a cycle, and stealing 
a strimmer. 

Prosecutor Gareth James said 
that Morris, who appeared by 
video link from Parc 
Prison, Bridgend, stole a 
£350 bicycle on 
September 27, belonging 
to Matthew Watts. 

Mr Watts had bought 
the cycle that morning, 
and had left it locked 
outside his mother’s 
address in Penarth. 

Shortly after, he saw 
Morris take it away. 

Following that, said 
Mr James, Morris bur¬ 
gled a house at Robins 
Hill, Dinas Powys, the 
home of Alan Parsons. 

A daughter, a supply 
teacher, was alone in the 
house when she heard 
the patio door being 
opened and saw Morris 
in the room with a hood 
over his head. 

She immediately tele¬ 
phoned her father in an 
upset state. 

Her father later spot¬ 
ted the defendant at a 
nearby supermarket car¬ 
rying a bag containing 
the stolen strimmer and 
items he took from a 
shed.

He fled from the scene and was 
arrested three days later, lying on a 
grass verge near St Cyres School, 
Dinas Powys, having injured him¬ 
self. 

All the property was recovered. 

His counsel, Owen Williams, 
said he totally complied with those 
investigating the case. 

“When he regained his liberty, 
he wanted to live a better 
lifestyle.” 

He was last released from a sen¬ 


tence 14 months ago, and did not 
offend in that time. 

Judge Eleri Rees described him 
as “a prolific burglar”, for whom 
prison had been no deterrent. 

He was said to have been 
addicted to heroin for many years. 

The Judge added: “Here you are 
again before the court. You have 
an unattractive record for burglary 
and you bring untold misery to 
people, making them feel unsafe 
and violating their privacy.” 

The Judge also said that he 
engendered fear.

1 REFER to the 
letter from 
Coun Neil 
Moore stating that 
the Labour Party 
have honoured 
their election 
pledges with the 
approval of the cab¬ 
inet report on 
November 19. 

This is not correct, 
only the deposit plan is 
being changed, and yet 
from the information 
available, my under¬ 
standing is that unless 
the strategy is changed, 
in any new deposit plan 
the development areas 
will remain the same. 

The cabinet report 
addresses the concerns 
of the Welsh 
Government for produc¬ 
ing a revised deposit 
plan; however, although 
it is supposed to be an 
‘LDP’, there is no men¬ 
tion or consideration 
given to the concerns of 
the 4,700 objections to 
the current LDP alloca¬ 
tions by the residents of 
the Vale; and these con¬ 
cerns will not be dealt 
with if the LDP strategy 
remains the same. 

There cannot be any 
significant differences in 
the location of proposed 
new development in the 
revised LDP and the 
inappropriate new hous¬ 
ing sites proposed in 
Lavernock, Sully, 
Wenvoe, Wick, Llantwit 
Major and Cowbridge, 
and some of our smaller 
villages will remain. 

Most motorists in the 
Vale are aware of the 
existing capacity prob¬ 


lems in the roads and 
junctions, including 
Culverhouse Cross and 
the Merry Harriers junc¬ 
tions. 

The £40m Coun 
Moore has said will be 
raised over the next 15 
years from the proposed 
infrastructure levy on 
developments would not 
be enough to fund the 
works necessary to 
resolve the access or 
congestion on either of 
the main junctions - and 
may not even cover the 
costs of some of the 
minor junctions that are 
substandard. 

Surely the only realis¬ 
tic option is to revise the 
strategy of the LDP to 
allow council members 
to fully take into account 
residents’ objections to 
the LDP proposed devel¬ 
opment sites and the true 
infrastructure problems, 
and allocate sites in 
other more acceptable 
and sustainable loca¬ 
tions. 

Come on councillors, 
the LDP process is 
intended to be open and 
transparent, which up to 
now has not been the 
case. Producing a 
revised deposit plan 
without changing the 
strategy of the plan, is a 
pointless exercise, as it 
will not provide the flex¬ 
ibility to relocate devel¬ 
opment sites to other 
less congested and more 
sustainable locations.

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‘Cigarettes are most 

prevalent litter’ - says 

Vale Council in response to claims 
from a Barry First campaigner 


A local campaigner 
claims that the vast 
majority of fixed 
penalty notices issued 
by a local authority 
support company 
dealing with the prob¬ 
lem of litter are for 
people throwing away 
cigarette stubs. 

XFOR enforcement 
officers began patrolling 
the Vale on July 30 with a 
brief to show a “no toler¬ 
ance” approach to people 
who throw away litter, 
cigarette ends or allow 
their dogs to foul in pub¬ 
lic areas and fail to tidy 
up after them. 

Over the years there 
have been repeated calls 
for more robust action on 
offenders - now people 
caught spoiling the local 
environment face a £75 
penalty. 

However, Barrie 
Evans of the Barry First 
Group, told The GEM 
that following a Freedom 
of Information request, 
he had discovered that up 
until November 25, 996 
fixed penalty notices had 
been issued, 41 for litter 
and 916 for throwing 
away cigarette stubs. 

Following a query by 


The GEM, the Vale 
Council has explained 
the remaining 39 penal¬ 
ties (which make up the 
total of 996) are account¬ 
ed for by food waste and 
dog fouling. 

Mr Evans, who stood 
in the Baruc ward during 
May’s local elections, 
told The GEM: “More 
than 90 per cent of penal¬ 
ties are in relation to cig¬ 
arettes. 

“My concern is that 
the enforcement officers 
are hitting easy targets 
like elderly people who 
dispense with cigarette 
ends. 

“Why aren’t they deal¬ 
ing with those throwing 
away bottles, wrappers 
and tin cans?” 

Mr Evans said six 
members of the Barry 
First Group, which he 
claims has 100 active 
members, and 776 sup¬ 
porters on Facebook, had 
observed how the 
enforcement officers 
were operating, and he 
had severe reservations 
about their methods, 
describing them as 
“sneaky”. 

“They stand in door¬ 
ways watching people 



and then creep up on 
them. 

“They were seen hid¬ 
ing behind a lorry outside 
Barry Island Station and 
followed people as they 
got off the train.” 

Mr Evans said he 
believed the more vul¬ 
nerable citizens were tar¬ 
geted while others were 
ignored because it might 
lead to confrontation 
“They don’t go after 
people who are standing 
outside local public 
houses and throwing cig¬ 
arettes away.” 

CAR PARKS 
Mr Evans claimed 
enforcement officers 
watched people from 
cars in private supermar¬ 
ket and store car parks. 
He found this strange 
when the car park wasn’t 
owned by the Vale 
Council and the officers’ 
brief was to deal with the 
Vale, a huge area. 

He said another weak¬ 
ness in enforcement was 
that enforcement officers 
did not carry out their 
duties over-night. 


“A lot of people are 
out with their dogs in the 
night-time or first thing 
in the morning and know 
they won’t be caught. 

“They may be reduc¬ 
ing the amount of aban¬ 
doned cigarette ends in 
the town, but the litter 
problem elsewhere in 
Barry, such as at Clive 
Road steps and in Holton 
Road, remains the same.” 

The FOI request also 
revealed that XFOR 
receives a 53 per cent 
payment for every appro¬ 
priately issued penalty, 
and that to date XFOR 
had received £34,800 and 
the council £30,700. 

Clifford Parish, the 
operational manager, for 
visible services, 

explained that XFOR 
was reacting to cigarettes 
being the most prevalent 
form of littering, adding 
that the council had not 
received reports of 
“covert surveillance”. 

Mr Parish said: “In his 
FOI request, Mr Evans 
did not seek figures for 
food waste or dog foul¬ 
ing, therefore these were 
not included in our 
response - this explains 
the 39 ‘unaccounted’ 


fines. 

“An independent 
report by Keep Wales 
Tidy for 2012 identified 
cigarette and smoking 
related litter as the most 
prevalent forms of litter 
on our streets. 

“In fact, this type of 
litter was evident on 80 
per cent of the streets sur¬ 
veyed. 

“The council is 
addressing all types of 
littering but clearly the 
most common form is the 
offence that will result in 
the highest level of fixed 
penalty notices. 

“We have not received 
reports of XFOR officers 
carrying out covert sur¬ 
veillance in a bid to 
entrap those committing 
litter crimes. 

“If Mr Evans, or any 
other resident, has wit¬ 
nessed such behaviour, 
please contact us provid¬ 
ing full details on what 
was witnessed and we 
will take steps to address 
the matter and ensure it 
does not happen again. 

“Clearly we expect 
XFOR to operate in a 
responsible manner and 
where this is not the case, 
we will take action.” 



Death of 
Barry trade 
unionist 
and local 
campaigner 


A POPULAR Labour figure in 
Barry, Jennifer Cole, has died, 
and Vale AM Jane Hutt has 
issued a warm tribute. 

She said: “The former Eabour Vale 
councillor for the Dyfan Ward in 
Barry, Jennifer Cole, will 
be greatly missed by her 
friends and family, for 
her warmth and wit as 
well as her loyalty and 
passion for human rights 
and social justice. 

“One of the first 
women to play a leading 
role in the trade union 
movement in Wales, rep¬ 
resenting the Banking 
and Finance Union at 
UK level, she was also a 
leading member of the 
Wales Assembly of 
Women, standing up for 
women's rights locally, 
nationally and interna¬ 
tionally, and helping to 
influence the develop¬ 
ment of policy at the 
highest level. 

“She chaired the 
Voluntary Sector Fiaison 
Committee when she 
was a Vale councillor 
and was an experienced

YOUNGSTERS who 
attend Albert Road 
Primary School in Penarth 
will be having their lessons 
in the town’s leisure centre 
and a local church - follow¬ 
ing a failure in the heating 
system. 

The problem was first noted on 
Tuesday, December 4, and from 
this Monday, December 10 
arrangements were made for 
Penarth Leisure Centre and 
Tabernacle Baptist Church in 
Plassey Street to provide tempo¬ 
rary schoolrooms for the staff and 
almst 400 pupils. 

Chris Elmore, the cabinet mem¬ 
ber for Children’s Services, 
explained what had happened in a 
statement to a meeting of the Vale 
Council on Wednesday, December 
5: “Albert Primary Road School 
reported the complete failure of

the school heating system yester¬ 
day, resulting in no heating to the 
entire building. 

“Following investigation work 
over the last two days, the cause of 
the failure has been determined to 
be corroded pipework within con¬ 
cealed under-floor ducts which 
has burst and drained the heating 
system. 

“Options to re-route the 
pipework for this section have 
been considered but are deemed 
not feasible, the one course of 
action is therefore to excavate the 
section of pipework and replace it. 

“At present, if no further prob¬ 
lems are encountered, the excava¬ 
tion is anticipated to take three to 
four days with the pipework to be 
replaced early next week. 

“The refilling of the heating 
system, testing, running the heat¬ 


ing to bring the school up to an 
acceptable temperature and rein¬ 
stating the floors is anticipated to 
take until the end of next week.” 

Coun Elmore pointed out that if 
more corroding of pipework was 
identified it could delay the com¬ 
pletion of repairs. 

Later in the week, a Vale 
Council spokeswoman said the 
school would be closed until the 
end of term, and added: “After 
discussions with the headteacher it 
has been agreed that the most suit¬ 
able buildings available locally 
are Penarth Leisure Centre in 
Cogan and the Tabernacle Baptist 
Church in Plassey Street, both are 
near to the school in Penarth. 

“Arrangements are in place to 
ensure that all children can partic¬ 
ipate in an amended, but appropri¬ 
ate curriculum from December 10 
until the end of term at the above 
locations.”

Film looks at

ELEVEN Penarth 
& district 
Ramblers joined 
Phil to participate 
in a linear walk, 
leaving Libanus by 
bus, and the group 
began their walk in 
dry weather from a 
lay-by opposite the 
top end of the 
Llwyn-on reservoir. 

From a forestry plan¬ 
tation they gradually 
climbed out onto the 
open moorland, which 
was icy underfoot and 
deserted except for vari¬ 
ous runners in a 42-mile 
mountain race. 

From the west, black 
clouds blew in to cover 
the mountain tops and 
underfoot it was boggy 
as the group made their 
way to Graig y Fan 
Ddu, from where there 
are glorious views over 
the Taff Fechan Valley 
and its reservoirs. 

Heading into a blus¬ 
tery wind the group 
walked the ridgeway 
heading along ‘windy 
gap’, or bwlch y gwynt, 
situated between Craig y 
Byllfa and Com Du. 

The tops of Corn Du 
and Pen y Fan were 
shrouded in low cloud 
and the group dropped 
downhill below Corn 


Du, the second highest 
peak in south Wales, to 
overlook Llyn Cwm 
Llwch. 

The group passed the 
Tommy Jones memorial 
to a five-year-old boy 
who became lost during 
a visit to his grandpar¬ 
ents in 1900 and whose 
body was recovered 
some 29 days later, 
1,300-feet above the 
valley after a massive 
search. 

It became warmer as 
they followed tracks 
down Pen Milan from 
where great views 
emerged back towards 
the central Beacons and 
the Glyn Tarell valley. 
Joining a quiet lane the 
group crossed the stone 
bridge over the River 
Tarell and made their 
way back to Libanus.

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POLITICIANS BACK 
MOVE TO RESTORE 
BARRY LANDMARK 
TO FORMER GLORY

LOCAL politicians 
have welcomed news 
that a rundown 
Barry landmark is 
set to get a facelift - 
after its owner with¬ 
drew an appeal 
against a Vale 
Council enforcement 
order to improve its 
appearance. 

The former fire sta¬ 
tion on Court Road, 
Barry, is a Grade II-list- 
ed building that has fall¬ 
en into disrepair and has 
been the subject of 
redevelopment bids for 
decades. 

The Vale Council 
issued an enforcement 
order requiring 
improvements to the 
state of the building, 
and after initial resist¬ 
ance, the owner has 
now withdrawn their 
appeal. The enforce¬ 
ment order now comes 
into effect and requires 
compliance. 

Dr Ian Johnson, Plaid 
councillor for Buttrills 
ward, now hopes the 
building reaches a con¬ 
dition befitting its histo¬ 
ry. 

He told The GEM: 
“The Old Fire Station is 
a Barry landmark and it 


has been a great shame 
that it has fallen into 
disrepair in recent years. 

“I hope that the 
upkeep of the building 
will now be taken seri¬ 
ously, including the 
effect on nearby hous¬ 
ing and local residents. 

“Both public safety 
and Barry’s heritage is 
very important. In 
future, the building’s 
owners must ensure that 
the old fire station, 
which remains highly 
recognisable across the 
Barry skyline, better 
reflects its role in our 
history.” 

Vale AM Alun Cairns 
also hopes for a bright 
future, telling The 
GEM: “It’s been six 
years since this land¬ 
mark building in Barry 
was sold, and I think it’s 
appalling that the build¬ 
ing has been allowed to 
fall into such a state of 
disrepair. 

“Loose masonry and 
slates directly endangers 
residents, children at 
Holton Road Primary, 
and the general public, 


who frequently pass by 
this central location. 

“I was pleased to 
hear that the appeal 
against the enforcement 
order was withdrawn 
recently, and hope that 
the owner will now 
make safe the building, 
delivering on the prom¬ 
ise of developing such a 
wonderful property 
back to its former 
glory.” 

Justina Moss, princi¬ 
pal appeals and enforce¬ 
ment officer for the Vale 
Council, said: “The 
council has issued a 
notice under section 215 
of the Town and 
Country Planning Act 
1990 (as amended) in 
respect of the condition 
of the building, and the 
adverse impact it is hav¬ 
ing on the amenity of 
the surrounding area. 

“An appeal was made 
against the notice, but 
that appeal was with¬ 
drawn at court on 
October 19. 

Accordingly, the notice 
has come into effect and 
the period for compli¬ 


ance with the notice 
expires on January 19, 
2013. 

“Planning permission 
and a separate listed 
building consent were 
granted in February 
2010, for the conversion 
and restoration of the 
building to be used as 
residential apartments 
and office accommoda¬ 
tion. 

“While it is the coun¬ 
cil’s hope that the build¬ 
ing will be brought back 
into active use, the 
enforcement notice does 
not, and cannot, require 
that the owners of the 
building implement 
those permissions. 

“The notice does, 
however, require works 
of repair and mainte¬ 
nance to the roof, win¬ 
dows, masonry and rear 
yard of the building, in 
order to secure the 
building, improve its 
appearance and help 
prevent the further dete¬ 
rioration of this listed 
building.” 

At the time of going 
to press, The GEM had 
been unable to contact 
the owner for a com¬ 
ment.

“Nathan from Stairlift Solutions in Rhoose was 
wonderful, and installed the stairlift last Saturday. He 
adapted everything to suit her needs. 

“It is good to know that in such tough times, 
people can show such goodwill.” 

• In relation to the problem Elaine experienced in 
getting a stairlift, the head of adult services at the 
Vale Council, Lance Carver, explained that the 
department was unable to comment on an individual 
case. 

He added: “However, I can confirm the service 
does provide stairlifts, following an assessment for 
people who are eligible. 

“Processes are in place to ensure that cases are 
prioritised where an urgent response is required. 

“The service does not currently have a scheme in 
place for loaning stairlifts and would usually organ¬ 
ise stairlifts through a disabled facilities grant. ”

“It will also help 
improve the structural 
and ecological diversity 
of the woodlands,” he 
added.

They illustrated their journey with numerous slides 
of wall paintings, Roman aquaducts, churches, and 
the inspiring cathedral of Porto, which had beautiful 
ceramic tiles, which were matched in the railway sta¬ 
tion and the treasury. 

At the end of the pilgrimage was the fascinating 
stone carved cathedral of Santiago De Compostela 
where the relics of St James are buried. 

Phil and Enid duly received their ‘certificates of 
pilgrimage’before joining the service in the cathedral 
where the incense burner was swung through the 
cathedral ‘flying like a firebird, nearly hitting the 
roof’.

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Campaigner (and MP) help 
Olympic gold medallist 
launch cardiac campaign 


SIAN REGAN, from 
Dinas Powys and a cam¬ 
paigner for Cardiac Risk 
in the Young (CRY), trav¬ 
elled to Westminster to 
help double Olympic gold 
medallist Andrew Triggs 
Hodge launch a new cam¬ 
paign. 

Ms Regan also invited Vale 
MP Alun Cairns to the high pro¬ 
file CRY reception to campaign 
for screening for the disease. 

Her brother, Gareth, died trag¬ 
ically five years ago during his 
sleep, having not shown any 
heart problem symptoms previ¬ 
ously. 

Mr Cairns was told of the lack 
of expert support available for 
the hundreds of people across the 
UK who suffer the devastating 
experience of suddenly losing a 
sibling at a young age from an 
undiagnosed heart defect. 

During the evening, CRY 
unveiled a new resource for 
bereaved young people, a copy 
of which was presented to the 
Vale MP. 

The new book, Sibling Grief, 
features 10 personal ‘essays’ 
from men and women who 
recount their experience of sud¬ 
denly losing a sibling like Sian 
did. 

Every week in the UK, 12 
people aged 35 or under die sud¬ 
denly from a previously undiag¬ 
nosed heart condition. 

Some 80 per cent of these 
show no signs or symptoms, and 
so the only way to detect a 
potentially sinister cardiac abnor¬ 
mality is by having a CRY 
screening test. 

CRY regularly holds specialist 
bereavement support days across 
the UK for families who have 
been affected by young sudden 
cardiac death - although those

mums. 


Alun Cairns commented: “I 
would like to congratulate the 
charity for the work it continues 
to do in supporting families who 
have been so tragically affected 
by young, sudden cardiac death.

Sian’s story of her brother’s sud¬ 
den death in his sleep when he 
was aged just 21. 

“I admire the way she has 
dealt with her grief, and her 
strength of character is shown in 
her commitment to train as a 
bereavement supporter for CRY.”

Campers gave a £60,000 
boost to local economy 


A camping project led 
by Creative Rural 
Communities generated 
over £60,000 worth of 
revenue for the Vale 
this year - despite the 
wettest summer for a 
century. 

More than 700 
campers pitched up 
tents during the 28-day 
coastal camping pilot 
scheme, launched by the 
Vale Council’s rural 
regeneration initiative 
at the end of 2011.

W HEN a per¬ 
son dies, 
someone, 

usually a family mem¬ 
ber, has the responsi¬ 
bility of dealing with 
that person’s estate. 

This may include 
establishing what assets 
and liabilities that per¬ 
son had and working out 
whether a ‘Grant of 
Probate’ will be needed 
to administer the estate. 
This is a daunting task 
under normal circum¬ 
stances, but for many 
people may feel a great 
deal more burdensome 
mixed with feelings of 
grief and distress. 

Usually the first thing 
to do is to establish 
whether there is a will 
in existence and to make 
a note of the fact that 
the estate is to be dis¬ 
tributed in accordance 
with that will.

A Grant of Probate is 
issued by the Probate 
Registry, upon the sub¬ 
mission of certain infor¬ 
mation based on the per¬ 
son’s estate. It gives the 
personal representative 
authority to deal with 


the deceased person’s 
estate and allows them 
to access money held in 
banks, building societies 
or other investments. It 
also authorises the per¬ 
sonal representative to 
sell the deceased per¬ 
son’s home. 

Once all funds have 
been collected in and all 
commitments have been 
paid, the personal repre¬ 
sentative may distribute 
the estate to the benefi¬ 
ciaries as set out in the 
will, or if no will, then 
in accordance with the 
rules of intestacy, which 
are a set of rules setting 
out who is to benefit. 

The personal repre¬ 
sentative may also have 
to deal with the payment 
of inheritance tax if the 
estate exceeds the cur¬ 
rent threshold. Other 
responsibilities may 
include defending a 
claim against the estate, 
should this arise.

NEWS FROM PENARTH COMPUTER CLUB 


Old hard disks! wipe, wash or whack? 


EVER wondered 
what to do with the 
vinegar left in the 
jar after all the 
pickled onions have 
been eaten? Here’s 
an idea - soak your 
old hard drive in it 
to destroy any data 
securely. 

Vinegar was offered 
as one solution to the 
question of how to make 


sure that no-one can get 
your data off your old 
hard drive when you dis¬ 
pose of it. 

The need for security 
arises now that every¬ 
body is (or should be) 
aware that personal data 
can be recovered from 
old drives for the pur¬ 
pose of identity theft and 
fraud. 

The criminals are not 
fussy about who they 
rob and there are those 


who are prepared to 
make a career of it. 

There are instances of 
firms disposing of com¬ 
puters that still contain 
personal information 
about staff or customers, 
such as credit card 
details or medical 
records. 

Even seemingly unim¬ 
portant stuff like birth¬ 
days, anniversaries, pre¬ 
vious addresses or 
names of pets can give 


Residents can have 
say on the future 
of a Penarth church 


RESIDENTS of St Augustine’s 
ward in Penarth will be invited 
to give their views on the long¬ 
term future of the former St 
Paul’s Church on Arcot Street 
in the New Year. 

There has been much discussion 
about possible uses for the site, but 
before any decisions are made, the 
Vale Council intends to give local peo¬ 
ple the chance to have their say during 
a six-week public consultation, which 
will open in January. 

A council spokesperson said: 
“There are a number of options for the 
future of the site. The nearby Penarth 
Heights development has brought in 
Section 106 funding, which must be 
spent on ‘providing or enhancing local 
community facilities’, meaning the St 
Paul’s Church site could benefit from 
around Tlmillion worth of funding. 

“This could either repair and 
improve the current 
building, or even devel¬ 
op it as something com¬ 
pletely new.” 

Until early last year, 
the former church had 
been home to Penarth 
Amateur Boxing Club, 
and the Penarth 
Gymnastics Club has 
also expressed a desire to 
use the venue. 

So, one option for the 
building’s future could 
be for these two sports 
clubs to base themselves 
there permanently. 

Another option being 
suggested is for a com¬ 
munity facility. 

Urging local people to 
take this opportunity to 
express their views, 

Coun Lis Burnett, the 
Vale Council cabinet 
member, who represents 
St Augustine’s, said: 

“The local community 
deserves to have its say. 

Following the London 
Olympics, it would 
clearly be a popular 
choice with many for 
some repair work to be 
carried out on the 
church, and for it to then 
be used as a home for the 
boxing and gymnastics 
clubs.” 

“However, if the clubs 
base themselves there, 
due to the equipment that 
comes with these two 
sports, the church could 
only be used by those 
clubs. 

“This consultation is 
being carried out to find 
out what local residents 
think.” 

“Are they happy for 
this to be the case?” 

Coun Gwyn Roberts, 
also a ward member for 
St Augustine’s added: 

“Would residents like to 
see the church be con¬ 


verted into a venue that would have 
more widespread use? 

“When work began on the Penarth 
Heights development, the community 
centre on the Harbour View Estate was 
demolished. 

“It could be that there is a real 
appetite among people living near St 
Paul’s Church to see the site redevel¬ 
oped into a new community centre, or 
a similar facility, that would become a 
real hub for both the existing commu¬ 
nity and also those new to the area 
having moved into homes at Penarth 
Heights.” 

Residents living in Penarth’s St 
Augustine’s ward will be receiving sur¬ 
veys through their letterboxes in 
January. 

There will also be opportunities to 
discuss the matter at drop-in surgeries 
held by Penarth Labour councillors at 
Penarth Town Council Offices, West 
House, every Saturday, 10am - 11am. 


criminals a chance. Pets’ 
names as passwords are 
common. 

When you highlight 
files and say ‘Delete’ 
from the Recycling Bin, 
the files are not actually 
deleted at all. The sys¬ 
tem merely removes 
each file’s name and its 
address from the index 
(the File Allocation 
Table, or FAT). The 
space it occupies is now 
available to be over¬ 
written by a new file. If 
you simply delete all the 
files in this way and dis¬ 
card the disk, they are 
all still there - not 
indexed, but easy to 
recover by experts. 

The answer is to over¬ 
write the disk with non¬ 
sense. You can buy soft¬ 
ware that will do it for 
you. At a little more 
expense, it will over¬ 
write the disk several 
times because a single 
overwrite is not usually 
sufficient. 

Some users reformat 
the disk for better securi¬ 
ty although it is still not 
perfect. 

The measures so far 
(except vinegar) leave 
the disk in a usable con¬ 
dition and the recovery 
of the data troublesome 


and expensive, but not 
impossible. If you use a 
shredder to destroy bank 
statements and such, 
note that shredded docu¬ 
ments were, albeit with 
great difficulty and 
patience, re-assembled 
by students in the Iran 
hostage crisis. Such 
effort is most unlikely to 
be applied in normal cir¬ 
cumstances. 

However, you might 
want the peace of mind 
that comes with knowing 
that the data is beyond 
recovery. It can be done. 
After wiping the disk as 
described, you take it 
apart and cut the internal 
metal platters into 
pieces. Some people 
drill through the whole 
drive to destroy it. The 
web tells us that some 
people even shoot them 
with a rifle (not here, of 
course) or drop them 
into corrosive acid. 

I prefer a satisfying 
low-tech solution. Don 
protective glasses; put 
the drive on a large rock 
and clout it severely 
with a heavy sledgeham¬ 
mer.

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McDONAGH’S 

PSYCHOPATHS 

Movie makes for 
enjoyable viewing! 


O NE of the 

more beguil¬ 
ing, and 

hilarious, films of 
recent years was 
playwright Martin 
McDonagh’s debut 
feature, In Bruges. 

Its sweary comedy, 
coupled with an intrigu¬ 
ing storyline of two hit¬ 
men laying low in the 
titular town, was a shot 
in the arm Cohn 
Farrell’s career needed, 
and the pair team up 
again in Seven 
Psychopaths. 

Farrell plays Marty, 
an aspiring LA 
scriptwriter, who sud¬ 
denly finds himself 
mixed up in the world 
of big-time gangster 
Charlie (Woody 
Harrelson) when his 
friend, Sam Rockwell 
‘s Billy, steal Charlie’s 
beloved shih tzu. 

Can Marty and com¬ 
pany smooth things 
over or are they, and 
Billy’s co-conspirator 
Hans (Christopher 
Walken) headed for 
fatal consequences... 

One of the strongest 
points of In Bruges was 
Martin McDonagh’s 
dialogue: rich, sweary 
and quotable, teamed 
with actors who could 
pull it off with aplomb. 

He aims for a similar 
trick with Seven 
Psychopaths, which 
shares its progenitor’s 
taste for chewy dia¬ 
logue and strong per¬ 
formances, while 
throwing in some witty 
observations on 
scriptwriting; not for 
nothing is the main 
character called Marty 
with writer’s block 
issues. 

It is a natural pro¬ 
gression for

McDonagh, amping up 
his basest characteris¬ 
tics, and one that works 
most of the time. 

Excuse the obvious 
description, but the 
story has elements of 
the shaggy dog, con¬ 
stantly changing pace 
and direction and never 
being too clear on 
where it’s heading. 

It fits McDonagh’s 
scattergun dialogue per¬ 
fectly, riffing to and fro 
over all manner of 
things, but doesn’t 
quite work for the 
story, feeling slightly 
empty and certainly 
devoid of too much 
emotion. 

Characters are offed 
with scant regard for 
the consequences, 
McDonagh keeping 
things very cold in the 
pathos department. It 
suits the film tonally 
but doesn’t really make 
you connect to any of 
the characters; come 


the end you are very 
much indifferent to 
their situations. 

The neat little 
detours about the prob¬ 
lems of original movie¬ 
making and decon¬ 
structing films come 
through nicely, the film 
referencing itself on 
occasion and giving it a 
meta quality that does¬ 
n’t feel too contrived, 
adding to the film’s 
organised shambolic 
feel. 

If it feels like it’s 
going somewhere, 
chances are it’s not. 

The climax feels pat 
and slightly under¬ 
whelming. 

But along with 
McDonagh’s script, the 
performances are the 
star of the show in what 
is very much an ensem¬ 
ble piece with every 
element shining. 

Colin Farrell seems 
more engaged here than 
he would be in a thou¬ 
sand Total Recall’s, and 
his straight man per¬ 
formance, mainly con¬ 
sisting of disbelief and 
frustration, is pitched 
perfectly. 

Sam Rockwell has 
great fun playing for 
laughs and getting the 
big moments. 

It would be the 
stand-out performance 
if it weren’t for 
Christopher Walken, 
who delivers one of his 
best turns in a long 
time. 

Given the right char¬ 
acter and dialogue 
Walken is always 
exceptional and that 
proves true here, the 
actor offering layers to 
a character that in other 
hands may have played 
out slightly too one- 
note. 

It isn’t the most- 
rounded of films, and 
scuffs along where oth¬ 
ers may have made a 
point of incorporating 
some more grandstand¬ 
ing scenes, but 
McDonagh’s subtlety 
both with the script and 
direction, and some 
outstanding perform¬ 
ances, makes Seven 
Psychopaths a scruffy, 
entertaining delight. 

VERDICT-A worthy 
follow-up to In 
Bruges , Seven 
Psychopaths sees 
Martin McDonagh 
aim for more and 
pretty much hit the 
target. Cracking dia¬ 
logue gives this rough- 
around-the-edges 
story some lovely 
moments, and 
thrilling performances 
from the central trio 
in particular make 
this a strong film.. 

Enjoyable.

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Citigo far from culture shock after recent drives 


THE Skoda Citigo arrives after I reluc¬ 
tantly returned a Maserati GranTurismo 
and a Volvo XC90. 

Driving two cars in one week is tough in terms 
of writing about them, which is not for the faint¬ 
hearted, I can tell you. 

You might expect the little £10,500 Skoda to be 
a bit of a culture shock for me after living the life 
of Riley. Not so. 

Left in a car park for me to collect, it is pitch 
black, and so it is handy to be able to press the 
unlock button on the remote key fob and see the 
lights flashing in the distance. This is despite the 
fact that it is at the bottom of the long car park and 
I am at the top. 

Once inside this compact city car, I am 
impressed with the simple layout of the dashboard, 
yet surprised to find such luxuries as heated front 
seats, as you can see in the video at testdrives.biz. 

Four adults will easily fit inside this little Czech, 
which instantly endears itself and, perhaps surpris¬ 
ingly, it doesn’t feel that I’m driving a budget 
offering. 

I’m testing the three-door model. The driver’s 
seat is manually adjusted. Its five-speed manual 


gearbox is a little woolly, but it does the job well 
enough. Overall, the interior reflects that of larger 
Skodas and it feels well put together. 

The whole point of this car, which I am told can 
be yours for just £59 a month, is super efficiency. 

It can return over 80mpg, which makes it one of 
the most economical vehicles on the roads today. 

It means that you can fill up its tiddly 3 5-litre 
tank and travel more than 500 miles. And we’re 
not talking about driving at some ridiculously slow 
pace to realise these returns either. 

It’s such a breath of fresh air compared to some 
hybrid vehicles, for instance, that claim more than 
50mpg but require you to drive at 50mph or less to 
achieve it. 

This, of course, is not a hybrid. It’s just a petrol 
engine fitted with a reliable engine stop/start. Until 
this Skoda was introduced, I was reasonably happy 
with my diesel Ford Fiesta that returns over 
40mpg. 

Parkers, the car experts, write: “Based heavily 
on the architecture of the Volkswagen Up!, all the 
ingredients are present to make it a capable car that 
appeals to a broad spectrum of society. 

“It makes an ideal first car, due to its extremely 


low running costs, while it also works for a young 
family since there are several clever touches which 
improve practicality. The more mature driver may 
consider down-sizing to a Citigo as their needs 
change and the requirement for a larger car just 
isn’t there anymore. 

“Even fleet drivers may be interested, since 
company car tax bills are extremely small. 
However, by entering the super-small car market, 
Skoda is going toe-to-toe with the likes of 
Volkswagen and SEAT, both of which have cars 
based on the same platform. Then there’s the Ford 
Ka, an excellent car in its own right. Does the 
Citigo have what it takes to stand out and appeal in 
a way its competition can’t?” 

I say yes, it does. My time with the Citigo, both 
in town and on the motorway, has been an absolute 
pleasure. 

My only criticism is that the driver’s seat could 
do with a little more padding. I heartily recom¬ 
mend visiting your local Skoda dealer and seeing it 
for yourselves.

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Life with Eddie - living with the 
man ‘like Tommy Cooper’, his life 
in football, and final days in Barry

“EDDIE was 
incredibly humor¬ 
ous, it was like liv¬ 
ing with Tommy 
Cooper,” says 
Marlene Raybould, 
long-time partner 
of former Cardiff 
City, Barry Town 
and Porthcawl 
Town manager 
Eddie May, ahead 
of a launch of 
Eddie’s co-penned 
autobiography at 
Barry Library last 
Saturday 
(December 8). 

“He was great with 
my grandkids. He gave 
the girls room service 
and they had a little bell 
they would ring and he 
would come running.” 

Englishman Eddie 
May only spent three 
years managing Cardiff 
City, yet he struck up 
such a rapport with fans 
and players that his 
name is still chanted in 
the stands at the Cardiff 
City Stadium today. 

Marlene spent more 
than 20 years alongside 
the gentle giant, and 
spoke to The GEM 
ahead of the launch of 
‘Eddie May - My 
Story’ in her living 
room in Barry. 

She used to own a 
guest house called Ty 
Gwyn, just off 
Cathedral Road on 


Dyffrig Street in 
Cardiff, where players 
and staff would often 
stay when they first 
joined the club. 

She remembers: 
“Eddie stayed when he 
was the coach and loved 
Ty Gwyn, he would 
send all the players 
there and they’d live in 
the same property. 

“He very quickly 
became leader of the 
pack and it was only 
natural he would 
become the manager. 

He had a real rapport 
with the players, a real 
man’s man, and treated 
them like men. 

“He also had good 
crowd control and he 
respected the fans and 
vice versa.” 

Eddie drank daily in 
The Beverley on 
Cathedral Road where 
that healthy relationship 
with the supporters real¬ 
ly shone. 

“He would never turn 
anyone down,” says 
Marlene with a smile. 
“He was very respectful 
of the fans and listened. 
He was very grateful of 
his opportunity with 
Cardiff. 

“He loved that side 
of the game and was a 
natural at it. He was 
everybody’s friend, and 
that really showed when 
some lovely comments 
from the fans were read 
out at his funeral. 

“Once, we were on 
an away trip and there

was a bit of crowd trou¬ 
ble. Ed came out of the 
dressing room and 
calmed everyone down. 
There was also another 
time when he was out¬ 
side the stadium hand¬ 
ing complimentary tick¬ 
ets to fans who couldn’t 
get in.” 

He was also the same 
away from the lime¬ 
light, with Marlene 
adding: “He used to 
always thank me for 
everything. It’s not easy 
when you have to sud¬ 
denly rely on somebody 
as he did when he 
became ill. 

“His football persona 
didn’t accept illness and 
he carried on as if he 
couldn’t care less. 

“I always did my 
own thing with my 
business and he did his 
with football. People 
won’t remember us but 
they will him. He was a 
very compassionate 
man.” 

He also took his job 
very seriously. Marlene 
recounted one story 
where on-loan Eddie 
Newton’s partner went 
in to labour the morning 
of a game, and manager 
Eddie wouldn’t let any¬ 
one tell Mr Newton 
until after the match as 
“he had a game to 
play”. 

Eddie’s health began 
to deteriorate in later 
life. Twelve years ago 
he first encountered 
heart trouble, but “he 
was a strong man with a 
positive attitude”, 
according to Marlene. 

He also suffered a 
scorpion bite while 
playing out in Uganda, 
and began to encounter 
memory problems in his 
final years. 

His time working at 
Porthcawl unfortunately 
wasn’t so memorable 
for Marlene due to his 
health problems. 

“He wasn’t particu¬ 
larly well at Porthcawl. 
To him failure was 
never an option but 
when you are unwell 
how can it not be? 

“It hurt to see him 
not cope so well, but he 
never wanted to give 
up. He thought if he 
could get a big job 
again then his memory 
would come back. 

“It was very hard the 
last eight years. His 
passion never died and 
he missed the adrena¬ 
line rush, the being in 
control and the cama¬ 
raderie, the away trips 
etc. 

“Around four years 
ago we were on holiday 
in Egypt and he was 
really disorientated. A 
doctor also on holiday 
there said Eddie was 



showing signs of the 
early stages of demen¬ 
tia. 

“He became 
depressed three years 
ago and eventually I 
suggested writing a 
book about his life. He 
was almost living in the 
past. 

“Author Gary 
Wharton came along 
every week and they 
went through his career. 
It was a positive step 
for him and great thera¬ 
py. It was a challenge 
for him too. 

“In the end his heart 
gave up on him. He 
died a very peaceful 
death on the sofa with 
his beloved cat on his 
lap. 

“He had a great life 
for a bloke. His best 
friend always used to 
say he was the luckiest 
man alive.” 

Marlene and Gary 
spent the day at Barry 
Library discussing the 
book with fans, as Gary 
had penned the book 
with Eddie as a sort of 
therapy for him.
